
The Roasn Catholic Archbishop of El Salvador, Oscar 
Arnulfo Roaero, was killed by an assassin's bulltt on the 
evening of 24 March, as he was saying Mass in the chapel of 
the Divine Providence Hospital in San Salvador. The nurder 
appears to have been carefully planned and carried out by a 
professional. The Archbishop was hit directly in the heart 
by a fragmenting . 22-csTkhar bullet, fired Just as he had 
concluded hia s arson. Eyewitness reports about the perpe- 
trators have betn confusing, ranging fro* an early report 
that it was done by four woil*drossed older *en to specula- 
tion that the SMt was fired through a c antra or tlaod with 
a caaera flash. ,. There are equally sufficient grounds for 
reasoning that the *urder was coaaitted by the terrorist 
left as by the terrorist right. A leftist organisation not ^ 
previously know*, the Popular Revolutionary Aruy, has claiaed 
credit in a coatfbnique distributed in San Salvador. Up to m 
the present, however, the aurderers have not been identified.
